MONEY IN MISSEL SHELLS. 

W. B. Phelps & Son, the mussel shell 
buyers at this point, now nave lietWeen 
IN and 400 tons of shells stored in a 
big bin on the Breckenridge Cannel 
Coal' company 's lot east of the office 
of the canning factory. They nave 
bctu hauling tbem from their fishing 
camp oa the Ohio just alove the old 
pier to^this place for the pa«t fonr 
or five weeks, storing in all alsjut :IT><> 
wagon-loads, which will give some 
Idea of tne size of the pile of shells. 

They have a number of men engag- 
ed every day dredging for mussels and 
as quick as they are caught and the 
mussels are removed the shells are 
hauled to the bin, which is a few feet 
from a switch of the Henderson 
Route, where they will be handy for 
snipment to the pearl button factories 
next spring 

Shell buyers iu this vicinity ars re- 
luctant to divulge the price paid them 
per ton for the shells; delivered at the 
faotories.: It is said that they receive 
Kbout *28 per ton, which is decidedly 
a money-making »ii-inefs when one 
considers that only a fourth of this 
amount is paid the men who catch tile 
mussels.

Having just retnrned from n trip 
through Missouri, Arkansas, Texas, 
Indiana Territory una Oklahoma, I 
thought an account of my trip might 
be of interest to your readeis, espec- 
ially those wanting to seek homes in 
the West. 

1 left Mkillman on tn, morning of 
Bapt. 18, via the L. H. & ht. L. ft R 
and arrived in St. Louis at 7:30 
o'clock, at the World's greatest rail- 
way station. I found it crammed and 
jammed to In utmost capacity wilh 
heme seekers from all parts uf the 
Central States, and all headed for Ok- 
lahoma. It was estimated that there 
were more than four thousand home- 
seekers, besides the regular line of 
passengers, and was termed by the St. 
Loois morning papers as "The Jam '. 
All oat-goiug trains were held over 
vioi" four to Ave hour in order to give 
the homeseekers a chance to get their 
ticket exchanged and get their respect- 
ive trains, i was delayed until the next 
evening and got out when there was 
mare room. 

I passed on down tne St. L. South- 
ern on the Cotton Belt Route through 
Missouri and Arkansas, and arrived 
at Mt. Pleasant. Tex., where I made 
my first stop. Here I found the people 
hospitable and kind and the surround- 

; ing country in a thriving condition. 
My next stop was at Sulphur Spring, 
in Hopkins connty. Here I was re- 
ceived with outstretched am s and a 
hearty welcome. I found the people 
here a kind, true-hearted Cfaristain 
people and a thriving little citv. Here 
tne land is more suitable for diversified 
farming. Peaches, pears, apples and 

> all small fruit grows to perfection 
here as the lan>i is high and warm 
and of a gray sandy nature. Tomatoes, 

• beets, strawberries and all kinds of 
garden truck also seem to thrive and 
dj well here. 

I next stopped at Commsrce, then at 
Ft. Worth. Then, via the Santa Fe, 
to Perry, Okla.. in Noble county. 
Here I found a thriving little ciy with 
~a population of about a, 700, with four 
'churches and about tea time four sa- 
loons, fonr banks, two railroads, ten 
hotels, k.i'l some thirty business 
nouses; all of whicn make this one of 
the most hustling little towns in Okla- 
homa. 

I remained in the city a few days 
and then took a look at the surround- 
ing country. I found it a high. rolling 
prairie land, ranging in color from 
ooerry red to a dnsky brown. But it 
seemed to be 7ery productive for all 
cr ps that mature in the early summer 
months. Wheat, oats, barley and all 
kinds of garden truck do well here, 
in fact any thing that does not mature 
in the hot summer months. Indian 
oorn does but little good sad cultivat- 
ed grasses will not thrive on any of 
the soil that I saw. The only grass 
UBed for hay is the wild prairie grass.

Wheat yields from ten to eigh- 
t Jen bushels per acre and was selling 
at 60c per bu while I was there. All 
kinds of fruit do well here. I enjoy- 
ed the lucious peach all the while I 
was li«re and the crop was not ex- 
hausted when I left. 

Unless the farmers change their 
modes of farming it is ouly a question 
of time when Oklahoma will be far 
behind in agricultural pursuits. I saw 
yVraany fields that ha 1 been seeded to 
wheat for ten successive years and crop 
rotation was not once talked of while 
I was there. In faot, there is nohting 
to rotste with except alfalfa and rye, 
which is raised only by a very few. 

The red man has his bounds and does 
Lot encroach on the white man, except 
once in a while to bunt for the oyotte 
or the red deer. I met some highly ed 
ncat.C Indians, who are as intelligent 
a people as I ever saw, while those 
who *re termed the "Old Nesfers" are 
still in an almost uncivilized state, yet 
tbev are not savage as of old. 

While I was at Outhrie, the capital 
«tST the territory, it was my privilege 
to see the M. E. Conference of both 
territories in sessiou aul it has been 
I uite a while since I looked upon as 
Hoe looking body of men. Atthessuie
